3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 7-1 1, and 13-15 are allowable in light of applicant's preliminary 
amendment and the examiner's amendment. Applicant's preliminary amendment has overcome 
lack novelty made on INTERNATIONAL PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION REPORT (see 
PCT 409 inside the application). The closest prior art in the record is Janniere et al, (Mol. 
Microbiology, 23, 525-535, 1997) and Karet et al., (Anal. Biochem., 220, 384-390, 1994). These 
prior art do not teach steps a) and c) of claim 1. These prior art either alone or in combination 
with the other art in the record does not teach or reasonably suggest a method for replication of a 
target region of a target DNA molecule which comprises all limitations recited in claim 1 .
